^tet trial. The tickets were returned to Boyd and the 
^ence insisted that the normal procedure be foUowed 
The police of the court made determined efforts to 
harass b-ack people coming and going from the cjourt 
Black assistants of the defence lawyers and solicitors 
were stopped outside the court and searched. 

On several occasions , cars belonging to black people, 
parked at meters outside the court , were towed away by 
the police without justification. 
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The courtTooin and the dock have not been able to isolate 
these nine brothers and sisters from the community and 
struggle of which they are a part. In the first^ek of 
the trial , brothers and sisters from the community, 
protesting against political frame-ups , picketed the 
Old Bailey. The police, frittered by this show of support 
from th© community, complained to the clerJkof the court. 
who came outside and reported back to the judge who said 
he had no objections as long as it was not *in contempt of 
court. ’ 

Jbn Tuesday the 7th Dec. a second picket was^p.nised. 
■kt about ten o*clock brothers and sisters ass^Poled and 
^silently circled the island in front of the main building. We 
w'ere simply exercising the right, to protest against injust¬ 
ice, that this country pretends to give us. The police were 
enraged by the show of solidarity and determination and 
reacted by towi ng away a black brother’s car from a par¬ 
king meter. At about eleven o'clock, the brothers and 
sisters took a break for an hour. The placards were put m 


car which was legitimately parked 
around the comer. At 12 o'clock 
when the picket reassembled, the 
bros. and sis. noticed that the police 
l«xd towed away the car with the pla¬ 
cards . They showed their determi¬ 
nation to carry on with the picket. A 
collection was made, cards, mark¬ 
ers and sello tape bought and 25 new 
placards written out. The picket 
with increased numbers and deter¬ 
mination was back on the street. 

The police were furious. They stood 
in single file formation along the 
pavements surroimding the picket. 

At 12.40 two Chief Suptdts. of police 


and a Commander turned up and de¬ 
manded that the picket be stopped. 

They said that the picket wa s likely 
to cause a breach of the peace as a 
member of the public might attack 
the picket. He was not ashamed of 
saying that in a racist society the 
police saw it as their duty to break 
up a legal picket to protect racists 
from annoyance. He ordered his 
bully boys to attack and they swarmed 
into the street , grabbing and pushing 
demonstrators.Six police fell upon 
Bro. Gregory Galloway and beat him 
to the ground. They then arrested 
him and charged him wi th assault.

I am not sure how specific Mr. Jenkins may be about an 
inquiry on police/immigrant relations in Hotting Hill. 

Mr. Hilary's note gives the general history following the 
Mangrove trial and concludes, rightly I am sure, that we should 
not seriously think of initiating anything (either ourselves or 
through the Met police) until we see what the Select Committee 
Say. (I fear that one thing they may say will give us a good 
deal of pain - namely, that complaints against police officers 

should not be investigated by the police: but that is another 
story.)

If your talk turns to specific forms of inquiry, it may 
be worth bearing two or three points in mind; 

( i) The Frost Programme, having thought of their 

characteristic form of confrontation on police/ 
immigrant relations as the basis for a programme next 
Sunday, appear to have abandoned the idea. They then 
thought about complaints as the theme but, in discussion 
with Mr. Mark, have now decided on an ambitious type 
of programme about what society expects of the police 
and what the police expects of society, (i think I 
sent you a note about this a few days ago. It is, I 
suppose, likely that within the wider theme the 
programme will seek to deal with relations with 
immigrant communities.) 

(ii) The sort of inquiry Mr. Bruce Douglas-Mann has sought 

to promote strikes me as quite misconceived. Anything 
resembling a judicial confrontation which encourages 
people to impute blame is a bad notion; and, although 
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I may be doing Mr. Douglas-Munn an injuatlco, I 
suspect that this Is what ho Is after. I hope 
Mr. Jonklns would not lend Mr. Douglas-Mann hie 
support In any way. 

(iii) Mr. Mark has been thinking about the need to provide 

himself with advice about police work in the coloured 
communities. i have not yet discussed this with him 
detail but I do not think he is much interested in 
finding a permanent place on his staff for an adviser, 
be it from the Community Relations Commission or the 
Race Relations Board. what he has more in mind is 
providing himself with the opportunity of meeting two 
or three people from time to time who would give him 
the benefit (with, I think, due acknowledgement) of 
their experience and with whom he could turn over ideas 
of his own.

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POLICE/BSMCRANT liEUTlONS IN HOTTING HILL 
The Man/rcove reetavurant demonstration on 9 August 1970 

On 9 August 1970 a demonstration was held in Hotting Hill against 
alleg'ed harassment by the police of the owners of the Mangrove restaurant. 

Tliex'e were disturbances during the march and 19 people were arrested. Nine 
of them appeared at the recent Old Bailey trial. Five of the defendants 
were foimd not guilty. The other four were found guilty on various charges 
(assault; affray; having an offensive weapon) and were sentenced to terms of 
imprisonment ranging from 9 to I5 months, suspended for two years. 

The visits by the police to the restaurant, which gave rise to the 
allegations of harrassment, were made at the instigation of the Westminster 
City Council, who declined to grant the restaurant a night cafe registration 
certificate. Sxmmionses for supplying food without such a certificate were 
heard on 11 September 1970, when the defendants were convicted on nine 
summonses and fined a total of £285 with £90 costs. 

Mr Douglas-Mann's interest 

Mr Douglas-Mann wrote on I3 August 1970, 22 January I97I and 4 June 

1971 seeking an inquiry into police/coloured relations in Hotting Hill. He 

I 

also saw I'ir Sharpies on 4 August 197j4. He was told that the Commissioner of 
Police was taking steps to improve relations and that to put the police up 
for inquiry would hamper their efforts. There were no grounds for thinking 
that such an inqixiry was necessary or that it would assist in any way. 

Mr Pouglas-Mann wrote again in Decemter reiterating his previous 
request. He also sought information about the restoration of the riot 
charge at the Old Bailey and investigation under section 49 of the Police 
Act 1964 into a complaint concerning Mr Rhodan Gordon, a defendant in the 
case, by an officer from outside the Metropolitan Police. He also put dovm 
a Question to the Home Secretary on 27 January asking "whether he will set 
up an inquiry into relations between the police and the black community in 
Netting Hill", 
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On 26 Janunry the Homo Secretary vrrote to ktr Douglas-Mann telling him 
that the charge of riot had been re-introduced and included in the 
indictment by the Dirootor of l^iblio Proeocutionej and that the Commisaioner, 
who had received ooraplnlnts about the Ctordon cane before the wrote, had 
already apjointed an investigating;- officer from another Division of the 
Metropolitan Police. However, it would be possible to reconsider the 
appoin-tment of an investigating officer from another force after Mr Gordon’s 
case had been disposed of by the Court. 

In answer to the Parliamentary Question on 27 January the Home Secretary 
said: "I am still considering a very detailed report which I have received 
from the Commissioner of Police of the Metropolis. The Select. Committee on 
Race Relations and Immigration, which is inquiring into relations between 
the police and colo-ured persons^will be visitiqg Hotting Hill shortly". 

Hie Sele ct Committee on Race Relations and Immigration 

The Select Committee heard evidence at Westminster on 9 February from 
Mr Bruce Douglas-Mann, and in Hotting Hill on 10 February from the police 
and the representatives of various groups. It would not seem sensible to 
think in terms of a special inquiry at Hotting Hill until the Select Committee 
has reported. 

Case of Mr Rhodan Gordon 

On 16 December 1971 Mr Gordon was found guilty of affray at the Central 
Criminal Court and was sentenced to 15 months imprisonment suspended for 
two years. On 17 December^was arrested and charged with assaulting a police 
officer and wilful obstruction of the hi^way. When he appeared in 
Marylehone Magistrates Court on 1 March I 972 , the first charge was dismissed 
and he was fined £5 on the second charge* Mr Gordon has given verhal notice 
of appeal against conviction and fine* 

On 18 December I97I Mr Gtordon took out summonses at Marylebone 
Magistrates Court alleging assault, contrary to section 42 of the Offences 
Against the Person Act 1661, by two Metropolitan police officers. The 
















offences are alleged to have taicen place at Netting Hill Police Station 
after his arrest on I 7 Deceinber I 97 I. 

As mentioned above Mr Bruco Douglas-Mann hao written to the Home 
Secretary about this, but the complaint cannot bo investigated until Mx 
CJordon's appeal and the case against the two police officers have been 
disposed of by the Courts. As yet no dates have been fixed for these 
hearings. We have asked the Metropolitan Police to consult us about the 
investigating officer before the investigation commences. 

TIig Jud.ffe*s remarks 

Before pronouncing sentence at the I^Iangrove trial Judge Clarke said: 
*^7hat this trial has shown is that there is clearly evidence of racial 
hatred on both sides.Inquiries have been made into what took place at 
the trial and they have revealed nothing to support these remarks. 

At the request of the Home Secretary, Lord Windiesham met Judge 
Clarke on I 7 March and Sir Philip Allen will have seen ISoo Wrist’s note 
about the meeting. 

The Metro Club 

On 24 May 1971 there was a disturbance outside the Metro Club, which 
led to twelve arrests. Four of these arrested have been cbmmitted. for 
trial at the Central Criminal Court, and the matter is sub j^dice.

The visits by the police to the Mangrove Restaurant which gave rise to the 
Wle^tlons of harassment, were made at the instigation of the Westminster 
City Council, who declined to grant the restaurant a nig^t cafe registration 
certificate. Summonses for supplying food without such a certificate were 
heard on 11 September 1^^6, when the defendants were convicted on 9 summonses 
and fined a total of £285 with £90 costs. 


One of the ’’Mangrove Nine”, Mr Rhodan Gordon was arrested by police on the 
morning after the end of the trial and charged with assaulting a police officer. 

He appeared in court on 10 February and will appear again on 1 March. At the 
Mangrove trial, Gordon was sentenced to 15 months imprisonment, suspended for 
2 years. 

In answer to a Parliamentary Question by lAr Bruce Douglas-Majvn asking the 
Horae Secrotaiy whether he would set up an inqxxiry into relatione between the 
police and the black community in Hotting Hill, the Home Secretary said (on 
27 January): ”T am still considering a very detailed report whioh I have 
received from the Commissioner of Police of the Metropolis. TSie Select Committee 
on Race Relations and Immigration, which is Inquiring Into relations between the 
police and coloured people, will be visiting Hotting Hill shortly”.

LECOINTE was charged with riotous assembly, unlawfully fitting and 
making an affray, assaulting three police officers and having in her possession 
an offensive weapon (a wooden figure). She conducted her own defence. In 
giving evidence, she admitted to voicing complaints of racial discrimination 
shouting slogans but never heard anyone shout "kill, kill”. She said she 
went to the aid of a young coloured girl whose face was bleeding when a police 
officer grabbed and threw her into a van. She alleged that this was a 
political trial as the demonstration took place just after the Tory Government 
had come into power intent on bringing into force the Immigration Act and 
the Industrial Relations Act, During the case she was told repeatedly to 
stop interrupting and to sit down. She was found guilty of fitting and 
making an affray and on two counts of assault on police. She was sentenced 
to fifteen months imprisonment suspended for two years. The jury had rec- 
oinmended leniency in her case as she was pregnant, 

2, LECOINTB is regarded as one of the brains behind the Black Panther 

Movement and has been described as academically brilliant. She is an 
excellent speaker and very militant.

HOWK was charged with riotous aissembly and unlawfully fluting and 
Baking an aiffray. He conducted his own defence. In his final speech 
to the jury HOWE said that the Mangrove was not an ordinary restaurant but 
a unique place where members of the black conrarunity could gather. He con¬ 
sidered the charges represented ah attempt to silence the black community 
and challenged any suggestion that the demonstration had been organised to 
attack Kotting Hill Police station. He warned the jury of the trial's 
significance saying it would "shape the consciousness of this society" and 
it had already "scarred the consciousness of the black community". He 
alleged that he cared not if he was imprisoned as this would not take away 
his liberty but just reduce the little he had. He was acquitted. 

2. HOVE, is regarded as one of the leading black militants in London. 

He is a writer of black extremist literature and has taken part in many 
Black Power activities. He is prominent in the affairs of the Black Panther 
Movement, althoxigh recently he has been critical of the present leadership. 

He and his common law wife Barbara BEESE, are closely associated with 
Vanessa REIXSAVE, a benefactress of the Black Panthers.

GORDON wa^ charged with riotous assembly and unlawfully fighting and 
making an affray. He dismissed his legal representative early in the 
and from then on conducted his own defence. He denied allegations that he 
plotted in the Mangrove restaurant with some of his fellow defendants to 
attack police stations or that he took part in violence during the demonst¬ 
ration. He said he joined the procession to Hotting Hill Police station 
where he left the inarch and went to Harrow Road Police station where he w 
some photographs of police officers and the station itself. He said ^ ^ 
he was interested in the whole subject of race relations In the Hotting Hi 
area. He made particularly offensive remarks about the judge who conn^n e 
that were there any further offensive observations he would have to t^e o er 
steps to which GORDON replied he didn’t care. In a final statement from the 
dock GORDON complained that the judge had deliberately misdirected the 
on twelve different points during his summing up. Ho was found guilty of 
causing an affray and sentenced to fifteen months imprisonment suspended 
for two yeairs. 

2. GORDON has come to notice on many occassions since 19^7 in connection 

with Black Power extremist activities. He was a supporter of Michael de 
FREITAS and distributed leaflets on the behalf of a group organised by de 
FREITAS. He was convicted in 1967 of being in possession of cannabis 
resin. His restaurant The BakaYard is a regulair haunt of black militant 
extremists. He maintains a very close contact with the Black Panther 
Movement and may well be a member of this organisation. The day after the 
trial he was arrested and charged with assault on the police and wilfull 
obstruction. The offences arose after GCRDON had parked his motor vehicle 
in the centre of the roadway and had refused to move it when asked by police 
officers. He was remanded on bail until 10.2.72.

BOYCE was charged with riotous assembly, unlawfully fitting and 
making an affray, wounding and assaulting a police officer aind being in 
possession of an offensive weapon ( a piece of mortar). He was legally 
represented by Leonard WOODLEY. At the trial BOYCE said he decided to go 
on the demonstration because he was not satisfied with the police behaviour 
in Notting Hill. He said he did not carry any banner or placard but held 
a flag in Ladbroke Grove at the request of another demonstrator. He was 
convicted of assaulting police officers and sentenced to nine months imp¬ 
risonment suspended for two years#

The Trial of the Mangrove Nine 


You may perhaps be interested to have the attohed note on the 
trial of the nine black militants (seven men and two women) populatrly 
known as the Mangrove Nine which took place at the Central Criminal 
Coxirt from October to December 1971* This note Includes information 
from secret and delicate sources. I can, if you would like this, 
let you have information on the nine individuals concerned. 


2. I also attach a hand-out produced by the Black Panther Movement 
which proV-ides a good example of their type of propaganda. This wais 
distributed prior to the end of the trial.

lor their part in the riot in August 1970, All pleaded not guilty to charges 
of riotous assembly, fighting'ahd making aniaffray and assault. Throughout 
the trial the defendants and their representatives were as obstructive as possible. 
First they demanded an all black jury, and when this was refused raised objection ” 
to 77 jxirors, the maximum number possible’, imtil a jury which included two black.'r 
men, was finally selected. During the trial fighting broke out in the dock 
and allegations of racialism and prejudice were banded about. The trial ended '! 

on 15 th December when five were acquitted and four convicted. Two, Rhodan •. i 
GORDOIi and Althea LECOIKTE were conviclied of causing an affray and three, 

Althea LECODTrE, Anthony U.EIS and Rupert BOYCE were convicted of assaulting Police 
officers, IKFIS and BOYCE were sentenced to nine months imprisonment and GORDOH 
and LBCOIIvTE to fifteen months, all sentences were suspended for two years, 

3. TTie Black Panthers who throughout the trial had canvassed support for 

the Wangrove Fine from other black extremist and left wing groups and who in 
the latter stages arranged for picketing outside the Central Criminal Court 
were extremely surprised and highly delighted with, the result, for clearly 
they expected harsher treatment. At the end of the case a remarkable celebration 
is said to have taken place with jurors buying the acquitted defendants drink. 

The two black jurors are known to have been taken to the Black Panther Headquarters 
for a celebration, 

4. JJuch publicity for the Mangrove Nine appeared in leftwing/Black Power 

extremist journals including "Babylon”, a recent Black Power publication put out 
by the J?evolutionary People's Cbinmunlcations Network, Algiers/Kew York under the 
editorship of Eldridge CLEAVER of the U.S. Black Panthers.

1. On Saturday 51st October, 1970, I was present with 

other officers at a march and demonstration, followed by 
a Dublic meeting; which was held in the Ladbroke Grove and 
Noting hTIi arias by the "BLACK DEFENCE COMMITTEE" in 
furtherance of the Committee's aim to raise funds for che 
defence of Black people awaiting trial and to air their 
views regarding "police oppression". | 

2 The "BLACK DEFENCE COiMITTEE" was formed early 

this month by the SPARTACUS LEAGUE - the youth section 
of the INTERNATIONAL MARXIST GROUP - with the obvious 
intention of gaining the support and sympaty of extremi 
coloured groups, notably the Black Panther Movement. 

The Committee first came to the Riacx ' 

middle of October when a leaflet titled ^ffnnal 

People"(see Appx. "A") was circulated in 
Marxist Group circles. This was followed ® ^ 

pamphlet with the same title and showing a 
of police officers arresting a resisting coloured mn, 

(see Appx "B") which called upon supporters to marcn 
in solidarity with Black v.^ctims of repression 
31st October 1970. Both pamphlets were published and 
printed at 182 Pentonville Rd., N.l, headquarters of 
the I.M.G and Spartacus League. 

3. . There followed widespread publicity of the march 
in left-wing journals, circulars and meetings and most 
]^eft—wing organisations were asked for their support. 

Students from the universities of Essex, Oxford, 

Birmingham, the Enfield College of Technology, together 
with the Netting Hill Peoples Association and various 
Communist and Maoist groups all pledged their support. 

Although the loung Communist League promised to give 
consideration to the matter, indications were that 

support would not materialise. Memoers of the 
Black Panther Movement were involved in the organisation 
of the march out it was their view that the demonstration 
ought to be wholly composed of white people and would 
probably be ignored by many of their own race. In the 
event this proved to oe a correct assumption. Very 
few coloured persons participated and very little 
attention was paid to the demonstration by the many..' 
coloured inhabitants of the areas through which the 
demonstrators marched. 

The demonstration 

4. The demonstrators began to collect at the entrance 

to Ladbroke Grove underground station at 10.50 a.m. where 
the/ were joined by a group of twelve "Enfield communists 
who had earlier gathered at Kings Cross Station. The 
crowd compos white I.M.G. supporters 

I from... 
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from London, Birmingham, Manchester, Coventry, lorls and 
students from various universities in London and the 
Home Counties. No members of the Communist Party of 
Great Britain or the Y.C.L. were recognised and the 
International Socialists were noticably absent. Only 
eight coloured persons took part in the actual demonstr¬ 
ation although a number were seen accompanying it for 
a short while. Prominent among these were Ajoy GHOSH, 

Roy SAWH, Herman EDvvARDS, Chris REID and Rodhan GORDON. • 
The latter was in a green triumph herald motor car 
index No. DLV 225 C. 

5 . Before the march Althea JONES-LECOINTE spoke 
briefly to the demonstrators, now numbering about 260. 

She said that she welcomed all the people who were about 
to take part in the demonstration and declared that they 
w^e striking a blow for freedom for the Black people 

l-this country by showing the police that they could 
get away with racialism. 

6. At 11.20 a.m. the crowd moved off behind a large^^ 
black banner bearing the slogan "Hands Off Black People" 
and made their way to Powis Square via Westbourne Park 
Road, All Saints Road, McGregor Road, Harrow Road, St. 
Ervans Road, Ladbrooke Road, Netting Hill Gate and 
Pembridge Villas; passing in turn Harrow Road, Netting 
Dale and Netting Hill police stations at which the 
chanting of slogans increased appreciaoly in volume 
although they made no attempt to stop or bait the police 
present. The "Internationale" was sung on four separate 
occasions during the march. They reached Powis Square 
without incident and entered the Adventure Playground 
where a meeting commenced at 1.^0 p.m.

To s.ay. as it was reported, that the 
^K>licc had no objection is a feeble 
cxcuvc. for the avowed purpose of llic 
t.iliy w.ts to undenninc the morale of 
ihc jv>lice by crude insult and abuse and 
the >tncling out of individuals for special 
condemnation and harassment, a feature 
of a current camp-ii^u to have named 
police constables transferred from their 
present stations. In such circumstances 
one would have thought th.vt the Home 
Oiiicc, the department responsible for 
police matters would have advised 
against grant of permission to hold the 
rally. 

It is in the public interest that the 
mpaign to denigrate the police .should 
l be allowed to succeed. The rcla- 
'LVonship generally between the public 
and the police is prc.scnily one of confi¬ 
dence and CvStccm, largely because the 
^ in police force is able to recruit men and 
women of the right calibre who fit in 
with the British way of law enforce¬ 
ment : any diminution of public or 
government support for the force would 
so affect police confidence and morale 
fh.it recruitment of the right type of 
person could be .so dfastic.ally changed 
fis to lead evcniu.tlly to police enforce¬ 
ment methods resembling more the 
American way than the British. 

As for that motley collection of 
anaivhi-sts. liippic.s. squatters and black 
power militatits who were associated 
with the rallv. they must be seen as 
the result of a failure of authority and 
po.'ifivc government in the last decade 
or so and it is now the unfortunate 
police who have to bear the brunt of 
the ease with which cducalionaJ grants 
and public assistance has been obtain¬ 
able. 

I propose to show my own support 
for the police hv :— 

1..Sending a donation to flic police 
dependants fund; 

2. Brotesiing to the Home Secretary 
for allowing the police to be sub¬ 
jected to insull.s and abuse ; 

3, Writing fo m\’ .Member of 
ment asking hirn to call for an official 
cnejuiry.

I have dined fierhaps 100 times in Mr. 

Crichlow’s e.-tabllshments. and some 20 
in the latest of them, the Mangro';c. On 
no occasion have I seen Jmives flashing, 
pot puffing, or hip flasks being 
flourished. On the contrary, such is 
the command Mr. Crichlow exercises 
over his premises, the atmosphere has 
been aimo.st decorous: people eat, drink 
cokes and coffees, and pass the time of 
day or, more usually, night. I would add 
fhat whites, if couneous and w'cli' 
behaved, arc always welcome. 

In late spring of this year, Scotland 
Yard, w'hich ha.s opened, under a Chief- 
Superintendent, a department dealing 
w’ith relations between police and public 
(as distinct from that on race relations 
generally), invited various citizens, in¬ 
cluding myseif, to suggest how these 
relations might be improved. Among 
other things, I said that the Arts Lab., 

Drury Lane, was a place to encourage 
rather than to harass. For conducted 
as rigorously by Mr. Jim Haynes as 
the Mangrove is by Mr. Crichlow, this 
was a centre where white youth could 
foregather innocently instead of. as they 
later did when it was closed, invading 
Green Park and Piccadilly mansions. 

Later came the news that an attempt 
was to be made, with police support, to 
close the Mangrove restaurant at mid¬ 
night. I telephoned the relevant depavi- 
ment at the’Yard and pointed out that 
this move, if successfuJ. might result 
in many who were peacefully eating 
chicken and peas in the Mangrove at 
one a.m.. finding other activities, less 
socially desirable, outside it. For no 
one dcu'cs that villains might visit this' 
restau-ant: just as they do countless 
white ight-spots I could name. But 
the point was that, while at the .Man' 
grove, their villainy, strictly prohibited 
by the management, was in abeyance. 

This move for midnight closure was 
successful—this in a city where any 
while with money can cat and drink 
legally into the small hours. At the 
same time bands of police officers cn- 
tero-vl the place, taking names, search¬ 
ing atid questioning. This wa.s fol¬ 
lowed by a mini-riot which, if this con¬ 
tinues, will assuredly become a maxi 
one. in which the innocent of both races 
will be chief sufferers. 

It is now said that “outside in¬ 
fluences”, Black Power and so forth, 
have moved in to exacerbate a hitherto 
pciicefiil siluaf.ion. So far as “ outside 
influences” go, it must be understood 
that any provticauon of blacks in 
London any where, is known almo.^l in- 
slantlv to those in other regions, who 
re.,ct nisi as ) hope I would U' living, 
sny. in one suburb of .Monlevicleo. 1 
learned that compatriots were being 
assaiiitcd in another. As for Black 
Power intervention, 1 would ask; had 
Ihc Mangrove been left alone to pursue 
its peaceful and logal ways, would 
Black Power have had any pretext, or 
practical possibility of inicrvenina? 

Lci all this not be taken as an a’-taek 
on iltc police. 1 am not, and never have 
been, a “coppcr-hatcfan attitude 1

ufticcr> have a difncult .ind dnngcrru? 
job to do; and that on rmnv occasions 
- for in-aaiicc, that of i;.., ..vc cemon- 
slrations in Grosvenor Squatc—they 
have proved that by tact, intelligence 
and restraint, they can handle a perilous 
situation admirably. 

One final thought. It is too late now 
to plead for racial toler.-uion in our 
country; this may come in a generation, 
but it is not for now. Bat we arc. and 
must be. an exporting nation. Many of 
the countries w'hcrc. in fierce competi¬ 
tion with Japanese, West Germans and 
so on, we try to sell our goods, arc not 
inhabited by whites. Nesvs of racial 
;roubic in England fi.ashes round the 
orld in no lime; and it is not going 
to help us to sell our products in many 
"ands, if the potential buyer learns that 
some delightful skinhead, with a great 
deal of public collusion, has bashed a 
Pakistani. Nor will it help the wretched 
English salesman to return, having lost 
the" deal, to find his hotel on fire, ami 
local citizenry awaiting him in a furious 
mood- 

I wish that some of my fellow- 
countrymen, whose r,icial attitudes are 
so blithe and mindless, might remember 
this; .and have the e.xpericnce I have 1 
had of being surrounded, in an alien 
hand, by an enraged crowd out for my | 
blood: not because of what I had done, 
but because my compatriots, safe at 
home, whose li'velihoods 1 was trying to 
assure, had behaved stupidly.

Dr. Pitt began by saying that there were undoubtedly certain criminal [q 

elements at work whose aim was to damage community relations, and that 
unfortunately they were exercising considerable influence over young people. 

It was therefore important to isolate these elements and to take steps to 
protect young people from them. He would like to see unattached youth workeis 
appoj.rjted to Community Relations Committees working not only in the recreational 


but also in the employment field. He mentioned that the Department of 
Eiaployment had only recently agreed to follow up placements of young coloured 
people in jobs every six months for three to four years to check on how long young 
coloured people kept the jobs that w'ere found for them. 


POLICE 

D/'. Pitt said that as a Magistrate he had seen how conflict betw’een the 
police and coloured people could arise. A police officer might make an uncivil 
approach which aroused resentment. The coloured person would then refuse to 
answer questions and when asked to accompany the officer to the police station 
would decline, hhen the officer then took steps to take the person to the 
police station a struggle would ensue and the coloured person would be charged 
with obstructing a police officer in the course of his duty. ^ defence in 


respect of this charge was impossible.

Dr. Pitt agreed with the Home Secretary’s suggestion that it 
might he easier to recruit young coloured people from areas where racial 
tension was lowest^ even if one had to persuade them to move to areas 
wliere tensjon was higher for them to perform their police duties. Another 
possibility was to recruit young people from the West Indies themselves, 
l>r. Hitt suggested from Barbados where educational standards were highest. 

(I>) Lialsoft with Community Relations Officer - The conference had 
suggested that police ofricers should be seconded to work with a community 
relations officer. Officers should be seconded to areas where they had ^ 

not heen working previously, but to which they might be posted subsequently.

The idea of a coloured liaison officer being available at police stations 
to mediate between the police and coloured prisoners had been rejected by 
the conference, as had the suggestion that police posted to areas wiiere 
conrnunity relations were bad should be more carefully sifted. The 
Home Serretnry mentioned that it was in any case necessary for police 
officers to he posted to areas most suited to their qualities. Dr. Pit t 
menUoned that the existing police liaison officers should be used ™ore 
often and brought in at once when a coloured prisoner was being difficult 

at a police station.

(d) CA^mplaints - Finally, Dr. Pitt confirmed that he and the community 
relations officers rauld strongly favour the introduction of an 
independent element into the machinery for investigating complaints 
against the police- It would be a useful beginning if all the papers at 
the end of a police enquiry into a complaint could be shown to an 
independent lawyer, who could comment on and discuss them with the 
appropriate senior officer in the police force and in due course express 
his satisfaction with the outcome, 

THE OOAI^RJNm^ RELATIONS COAl^lISSION 

(i) Community Relations Officers - Answering a ctuestion from the 
Home Secretary, Dr. Pitt said that the calibre of community relations 
officers was poor. He did not have the quality of people he would 
have liked, but the more recently recruited assistant community relations 
officers were better qualified and much more promising. 

(a) Publicity - Dr. Pitt agreed that television, and particularly the 
press, were very unhelpful in the community relations field. This \vas 
especially disappointing since television could do a very good job, 
for example, in presenting coloured people in ordinary situations in 
programmes. He agreed that confrontations between extremists did no 


good iv/iatsoever.

Br Pitt has evidently also referred publicly to the possibility of moving some 
police officers from their posts and to the importance of setting up an 
independent complaints procedure (a point on which Mr Ben Whittaker has spoken 
over the weekend). These on the whole are points Dr Pitt might better have made 
to you before making them publicly. He also speaks of the need to involve the 
Commission to a greater extent in the training of police officers. On this point 
I have rather mors sympathy with him and there should in practice be no 
difficulty about meeting his request.

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In preparation for your talk with Dr Pitt and, for that matter, with 
Mr Cunningham tomorrow morning and Ur Cousins on Wednesday, I attach the papers 
I gave you a few days ago about Black Power; and I also attach papers which show 
what we are doing about police training in race relations.

The papers which I attach set 
out what is done now; and, as I said this morning, it amounts to a good deal 
although it could no doubt be extended and possibly better directed. 


I have not yet received the Commission's appreciation of the events in Hotting 
Hill a week ago. If anything further reaches me this evening, I will send it 
forward.

One would not expect the point at (b) to count for much 
in the present context but you will have noted the emphasis 
w*iich Roy Sawh has been laying on the need for a public 
inquiry on relations between the police and coloured people. 

He and his friends may be reckoning that if they make enough 
public stir they will attract some sympathy from all the shades 
of opinion which can be rallied on a cry of "police brutality", 
and he might be expected to use a trial for the same purposes. 
This sort of opportunism would be in line with what Commander 
Neivens says about the basis for action at Caledonian Road 
and Wotting Hill. 

We hope to receive a note from the Community Relations 
CoiiimisBlon giving their view on recent events. when you see 
Pitt next week you may like to take the opportunity of 
working out a general course of action to be followed over a 
period.

Anthony JOSEPH, a aember of the International JJarxist Group, as Treasurer. 

This trend towards Trotskyisa and International Socialian has been reflected 
in the various writings published by the U.C.P.A., particularly in eirticles 
printed in "Black Power Newsletter", the organ of the H.C.P.A., which is 
published interaittently. During the last year the U.C.P.A, has been regulcirly 
represented at Speakers Comer, Park. A demonstration was held at 
Brixton on 2 Axigust I 969 in protest against alleged brutality by police.

aimless march around the back streets of

residential area. There can be little doubt that the 
incident was contrived as an excuse to attack police, ana 
it wi^l fae seen that most of those arrested were young 
cblcured persona who have not previously come to the 
iiotice of this Branch, their leaders carefully staying 
clear of involvement with police. The organisers may well 
^ave hoped for assistance from local coloured residents, but 
this was not forthcoming* 

7« Uniformed police arrangements were entirely 
ade^iuate, and reinforcements, although not openly in 
eTidence, were readily available at all times throughout the 
aarch. Had this not been so, a more serious situation 
light have arisen due to the obvious violent intent of the 
participants.
